1909, an amendment to the Constitution was proposed and a?Teed 
to by a majority of the members elected to each of the two 
houses, which proposed amendment is as follows: 

“Rrsol red /n 	s, note, the Ass( mbly con-urring, That sec- 
tion 3 of artiele XI of the Constitution be amended to read: 

SEcTioN 3. It shall be the duty of the legislature. and they 
are hereby empowered to provide for the organization of cities 
and ineorporHed and to rest riet their power of taxa-
tion, assessment, borrowing money, contracting debts, and loan-
ing their credit, so as to prevent abuses in assessments and taxa-
tion, and in contracting debts by such municipal corporations. 
No county, city. town, village, school district, or other municipal 
corporation shall be allowed to become indebted in any manner 
or for any purpose to any amount, including existing indebted-
ness, in the aggregate exceeding five per centum on the value of 
the taxable property therein, to be ascertained by the last assess-
ment for state and county taxes previous to the inewrring of 
such indebtedness. Any county. city, towp, village, school dis-
trict. or other municipal corporation incurring any indebtedness 
as aforesaid shall, before or at the time of doing so, provide for 
the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay the interest 
on such debt as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge the
